framework 


Didactic Sequences CDS) constitute a holistic way of planning EFL classes in all 
levels of the educational system. This means that the different steps in designing a 
lesson are organized in such a way that the knowledge is presented in a 
meaningful and comprehensive fashion. 



It is "didactic" because the contents are logically organized, selected, transmitted 
from the simplest to the most complex and from the lower level of English to the 
more advanced ones. 



It is a "sequence" it consists of some steps and phases which are interconnected 
but interdependent; all of them leading to the same objective. We could 
conceive a sequence as a holistic process involving stages organized in such a way 
that they seem to follow a continuum. However, the DS is cyclic, comprehensive, 
evolving 

has a beginning phase, a middle phase and an ending phase. Each phase has its 



own organization, 
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thus, the beginning if organized in three moments, as the rest of the phases: 
Presentation, Practice an4 Proc|uction. PPP is everything but a new concept in 
ELT. Nonetheless, it is still useful as a general i4ea of the PS organization. The 
resulting scene coul4 look like this:

Generating i4eas for a PS 


The first step in the design of a PS is the generation of ideas as a springboard for a 
"powerful" topic. The topic is the starting point of a PS and needs time and 
training. 

For this generation of ideas, it is useful to follow a technigue called "the stream 
of consciousness technigue", used by the writers: Jorge Luis Borges y Graham 
Green. 

The stream of consciousness technigue consists in thinking together and writing 
some ideas about the topic, which are related in a hierarchical way. 

Let's see this example ofthe first ideas of a PS for an ESP course development in a 
Tertiary Technical School.

Once we finish a PS 
plan, it will be stored in boxes with the flashcards, handouts, extra-copies, etc., 
which will be used during the lessons. That is why everything must be labeled 
appropriately.

This first page contains the necessary information aboutthe institutional context, 
the pe4agogic items, such as the objective an4 contents, an4 the people involve4- 
Thus, we may inclu4e: 



S Topic: The name of the Di4actic Sequence

S Phonetics: 4escribes some phonetic symbols or intonation use4 in 
the DS. 
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"&■ Capacities to develop: they incline: pi-oblem-solving, critical thinking, 
learn to learn, commitment/ responsibility, working with others, 
communication, digital competences.

A Topic: Animal World. Peeping into the world of wild animals 

Brief description: in this D5 we are dealing with situational learning 
about wild animals including general descriptions (size, colours, parts 
of the body), abilities (can can't), what they eat, where they live, etc. 
the final product will be a project develop by the acqs. where they 
write and talk about Riojan fauna. 

Rationale: this topic has been chosen bearing in mind the 
importance it has for children in April. On the 29 th of April we 
celebrate the World Animal Pay and it is necessary to teach acqs. to 
be aware oftbeir care, their needs and to learn to love them. 

Purpose: as teachers we intend to: 

> Create a significant classroom atmosphere to engage acqs. into the 
topic; 

> To make use of different resources such as flashcards of animals, 
posters, bingos, table games, songs and worksheets. 

> To show acqs. the life animals have in our regions and in the world 
to build love for nature and our fauna. 

Objective: at the end of the DS, the acqs. will demonstrate: 

> Abilities to learn about animals 

> Capacities to interact with classmates about animal information; 

> The development of strategies to write up information about 
animals and design the oral presentation of it using pictures. 
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¥ Functions of the language: Talking about animals; describing an 
animal in relation to its physical aspect an4 foo4 habits. Questions 
an4 answei-s about habitual actions in animals.

3 - Description oftbe DAYS ofthe DS 


In this section, we start to develop the actual lessons within the sequence. 
Remember there is a connection between the different lessons. There is an 
internal logic in the organization of the lessons, or "days", as shown before on 
page 19. 

So, in the first "day" we should plan a PRESENTATION lesson; on the second day 
we tend to plan a PRACTICE/ REINFORCEMENT day; and on the 4 th or last 
dayCs), we should design an INTEGRATION lesson. 

In turn, each of the days has their own internal logical organization. They start 
with a WARM-UP moment, a PRESENTATION phase, a FOLLOW-UP time, to 
end in a PRODUCTION or INTEGRATION instance. 



An example of each "day" of the DS, with the same topic, could be: 

Dayl; Wild animals. Remembering information about wild animals 

Day2: Where do animals live, what they eat and what they do? 
Learning together about animal life. 

Day 3: Editing and showing productions about animals in the world. 
Day 4: Exposition of our productions and sharing them on the net.

Information about the Didactic Sequence

After visiting the different places, they sit in a comfortable place to draw their discoveries 
in the logbooks. It may be in groups giving each one a certain place to draw or individual on 
their favourite place.
